Mrurp Dane Cheatre. 

On Saturday evening, the Comedy of Follics of Fashion was per- 
formed, to but an indifierent house at first price ; nevertheless, it went 
off with great spirit. The Ballet of Zhe Vintage followed, and the 
Drama of The Brigand was the afterpiece. Wallack was, as usual, 
encored in the ritorselle, which he sang with infinite taste.

Tue Opera (as it is called, wherefore we never could divine, as it 
is in truth a genuine Melo-drama;) of Clari, was performed here on 
Saturday night, when Miss Foote supported the character of the he- 
roine in a very effective manner. In the scene of the Episode, she 
pourtrayed, with much force and truth, her agitated sensations, as its 
semblance to her own wretched fate became apparent ; her struggles 
to suppress her emotions, and the burst of irrepressible agony, 5 
with a wild scream she fell senseless, ‘The subsequent interview with 
the Duke was pathetically played ; but it was in the last scene that 
Miss Foote displayed, in her tearful supplications for parton to her 
father, her power as an actress, and drew tears from many of her 
audience. Her acting, in the part of Clari, would of itself entitle her 
to rank high in her profession. Fawcett, as usual, displayed a good 
deal of pathos and manly feeling in his personation of the heart- 
stricken father ; and Diddear was highly respectable as the ducal 
lover. Vespina was charmingly and spiritedly performed by our lit- 
tle favorite, Mrs.’ Keeley ; and another of our little favorites, Miss 
H. Cawse,. did all that was possible forthe part of Zeoda. After the 
Bailet of Patrick's Return, the Interlude of Personation was per- 
formed, in which Miss Foote sustained the character of Lady Julia in 
a most fascinating manner, and was loudly applauded. ‘The evening’s 
entertainments ¢oncluded witli the Nautical Drama of Black Eycd 
Susan, which is as deservedly popular here as it was on the Surrey 
side of the water. The unrivalled acting of Cooke drew down thun- 
ders of applause from all parts of the house.
